BRENTWOOD  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 

As  we  approach  the  end  of  another  business  year,  we  are  seeing  signs 
that  the  economic  slump  that  we've  all  been  in  is  coming  to  a  gradual 
end— finally!  We  also  see  that  our  preparations  of  the  last  few  years  are 
begining  to  pay  off. 

As  a  result  of  its  high  unemployment  rate  and  concerted  joint  effort 
by  several  of  its  town,  Rockingham  County  was,  in  mid- 1992,  designated  a 
"Title  IV  Redevelopment  Area"  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce. 
Brentwood,  through  BIDC  is  an  active  member  of  the  Rockingham  Economic 
Council,  the  on-going  group  formed  to  secure  the  benefits  of  this 
designation.  BIDC  has  already  submitted  a  proposal. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  securing  non-profit  status  for  Brentwood 
Growth  Authority,  our  "sister"  corporation.  This  status  will  allow  us  to 
apply  for  low  interest  rate  loans,  and  in  some  cases,  grants,  to  promote  the 
economic  conditions  of  our  town. 

Recent  contacts  with  the  Wellhead  Protection  Agency  and  Department 
of  Transportation  have  registered  our  concern  regarding  the  safety  of  the 
aquifer  at  the  north  end  of  Pine  Road  during  and  after  the  upgrade  of 
Route  1 0 1  and  construction  of  the  mitigation  wetlands. 

BIDC  has  recently  received  three  significant  inquiries,  two  from  N.H. 
Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development,  and  one  from  a 
consulting  developer.  In  each  case,  the  client  was  looking  for  over  100 
acres  of  commercially  zoned  properly,  close  to  an  existing  highway  grid, 
suitable  for  a  warehouse  and  office  space  complex.  Two  of  these  are  still 
active.  Either  would  have  major  impact  on  Brentwood,  in  terms  of  jobs  and 
tax  base. 

We  have  funds  left  from  last  year  and  will  not  request  more  at  the 
Town  Meeting.  Our  1992  expenses  were  very  low  because  we  chose  not  to 
advertise  in  such  a  poor  economic  climate.  We  now  are  examining  options 
to  economically  make  people  aware  of  our  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

nt  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the 
Town  of  Brentwood,  in  the  County  of  Rockingham,  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  School  District  Offairs,  held  at  the 
Swasey  Central  School,  on  March  5,  1991,  the  following  business  was 
conduct  ed. 

G.  Tuf'cotte  opened  the  meeting  at  7:C)1  PM  by  motioning  to  appointment 
William  Vahey  moderator  in  the  absence  of  Don  Dunbar;  this  was 
seconded  by  C.  Mitchell  and  motion  carried  with  voice  vote. 

W.  yahey  introduced  Diane  Nockles,  Swasey  School's  new  Principal.   He 
requested  approval  for  her  to  speak  if  she  is  called  upon  at  this 
meeting  (since  she  is  not  a  resident  of  Brentwood).   Motion  was  made 
by  G.  Turcotte,  seconded  by  C.  Mitchell  to  this  effect,  and  a  voice 
vote  carried  the  motion. 

W.  Vahey  asked  for  a  motion  to  allow  representatives  of  SOU  16,  W. 
Clancy,  Superintendent,  and  K.  Lynch,  Assistant  Superintendent,  as 
well  as  Gordon  Graham,  School  District  Attorney,   (asked  by  W.  Vahey  to 
be  present  as  a  resource  for  him)  to  speak  as  needed.  I.  Cross  stated 
that  he  had  no  objections  to  any  of  these  people  speaking,  if  they  are 
needed,  but  he  suggested  an  'experiment'  tonight.  He  would  like  to  see 
how  much  of  the  meeting  could  be  handled  by  the  people  of  Brentwood, 
and  if  help  is  needed,  fine.

I.  Cross  moved  to  forego  the  reading  of  the  warrant;  a  second  came 
fr^om  the  floor,  and  a  voice  vote  carried  the  motion.

E.  Sherry  moved  the  sum  of  $£',  565,  350.  for  the  support  of  the 
schools  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  School  District  Officers, 
and  Agents,  and  for  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District.  Seconded  by  L. DeYoung. 

Discussion:   E.  Sherry  spoke  to  this  as  the  sum  that  the  BudCom  and 
School  Board  worked  out  in  their  meetings,  and  it  is  a  fair  sum  of 
money  to  work  with,  with  the  School  Board  in  agreement  with  it,  and 
the  BudCom  endorses  it.    C.  Mitchell,  as  the  School  Board 
representative  to  the  BudCom  spoke  in  favor  of  "a  financially  very 
attractive  budget  that  will  allow  our  very  experienced  and  competent 
Principal  and  Staff  to  give  the  students  a  sound  and  fundamental 
education",  noting  that  the  budget  is  down  from  last  year. 
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Miller  stated  his  understanding  that  it  was  possible  to  make  this 
motion.    I.  Cross  informed  the  moderator  that  the  way  to  accomplish 
both  of  these  things  with  the  main  motion  on  the  floor,  is  with  a 
motion  to  amend  that  down  by  the  amount  of  money  to  be  pulled  out  of 
the  budget  ($&0,551. ),  thus  obviating  the  need  to  "go  through  this  £ 
times,  that's  the  way  to  do  it". 

W.  Vahey  informed  those  present  that  he  had  been  advised  by  DRfl  that 
Article  8  is  an  unacceptable  article,  and  the  way  it  is  written,  it 
cannot  be  accepted  at  this  School  District  Meeting.

He  stated  that  he  had  no  desire  to  prevent  C.  Miller  from  presenting 
is  case.   E.  Shert^y  questioned  if  we  were  out  of  order  speaking  about 
Article  #8  right  now,  but  it  seemed  to  him  that  Article  8  is  a  revenue 
neutral  Article  the  way  it  is  written,  so  he  questioned  why  the  motion 
on  the  floor  must  be  adjusted.   W.  ^ahey  noted  that  any  motion  can  be 
adjusted,  but  he  reiterated  that  he  cannot  accept  Article  8,  again 
based  on  advice  from  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration.   He 
stated  that  the  citizen  can  do  as  they  wish,  but  no  one  can  say  that 
he  did  not  advise  them  of  the  legalities  of  the  issue.

From  the  floor,  speaking  against  the  amendment,  primarily  from  the 
standpoint  that  we  have  a  BudCom  and  a  School  Board,  who  are    working 
in  our  best  interest.   If  what  we  s^r^e    talking  about  here,  in  terms  of 
reducing  the  budget,  is  cutting  out  'fat',  where  was  the  BudCom?   It 
was  felt  that  the  discussion  belonged  at  the  time  the  budget  was  being 
proposed,  if  indeed  there  is  'fat'.   The  other  point  made  was  that  if 
we  are  faced  with  problems  later  on,  the  $&0, 000  could  be  lost  out  of 
the  budget,  thus  requiring  a  special  meeting. 
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E.  Sherry  commented  that  all  items  discussed  by  C.  Miller  in  his 
presentation  were  discussed  at  BudCom  meetings,  and  there  was  no 
support  for  reduction  in  any  of  the  items.   The  School  Board  did  a 
good  job  of  defending  all  of  their  recommendations,  and  he  feels  that 
it  would  be  irresponsible  to  pull  it  out  of  the  budget  to  bring  back 
teachers.  He  further  noted  that  both  the  Brentwood  Teachers 
Association  and  the  School   Board  agreed  that  3  positions  would  be 
eliminated  from  the  staff  in  last  year's  negotiations,  in  order  to 
come  up  with  the  money  required  for  teachers'  raises.   Ed  reminded 
that  voters  that  "here  we  are,  bacU  to  square  one,  wanting  to  put 
teachers  back",  further  cautioning  that  if  we  go  along  with  these 
cuts,  next  year  somebody  is  going  to  be  putting  them  back  in,  and  he 
feels  this  is  no  the  way  to  go. 

C.  Miller  finished  his  presentation,  wanting  to  make  it  absolutely 
clear  that  he  "doesn't  think  there  is  fat  in  the  budget",  rather  that 
it  is  where  he  wants  to  prioritize  for  the  education  of  the  children. 
He  does  not  feel  that  clustering  can  work  as  effectively  as  the 
current  program.   He  noted  that  all  he  is  talking  about  is  £.  4y.  of  the 
budget,  noting  that  $70,000.  was  given  back  to  the  Town  last  year  by 
the  School,  and  the  Town  gave  back  $90,000.,  making  his  point  that  no 
one  budgets  perfectly.   His  hope  is  that  the  conversation  will  be  on 
the  type  of  education  wanted,  not  on  the  dollars. 

From  the  floor,  Ms.  Gove  asked  if  D.  Nockles  could  explain  cluster 
teaching  to  her  and  to  others.   D.  Nockles  explained  the  present 
teaching,  in  separate  age  groups,  two  first  grade  classes,  £'  second 
grade  classes,  etc.   Cluster  grouping/multi-aging  in  schools  will 
combine  two  classes  if  they  have  too  few  children  for  one  age  level. 
Thus  making,  instead  of  4  classes,  3  classes,  mixing  age  groups, 
where,  instead  of  teaching  a  group  of  £'nd  graders  alone,  there  might 
be  a  group  of  2nd  and  3rd  graders  combined.   Children  should  be  looked 
at  in  their  skill  development  and  taught  that  way,  rather  than 
teaching  to  the  whole  class,  as  is  done  now.  Further,  she  stated  that 
whether  you  combine  classes  or  leave  them  separate,  differentiated 
instruction  should  still  take  place,  and  Brentwood  needs  to  move  in 
that  direction.   When  £  grades  are  combined,  there  is  a  lot  of 
overlap,  and  it  can  be  beneficial  to  the  students.   She  further  noted 
that,  after  having  worked  for  34  years  in  education,  under  every  kind 
of  organizational  structure,  they  all  work,  with  teacher  and  parent 
involvement  and  acceptance.   From  the  floor,  favorable  comments 
regards  cluster  teaching  were  made.   Question  regards  transition  from 
&th  grade  to  JHS,  maturity  level  etc.  was  raised.  D.  Nockles  felt  that 
multilevel  teaching  was  not  a  hindr^ance,  but  she  did  note  that  the  6th 
grade  is  single  aged,  it  is  not  going  to  be  part  of  the  multi-aging, 
thus  the  year  before  they  go  into  JHS,  the  students  are    back  with 
their  own  age  group. 

Motion  to  move  the  question  made,  and  seconded,  voice  vote  cav^r^ied  the 
mot  i  on. 
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The  moderator  was  reminded  of  the  petition  that  the  vote  on  the 
Orticle  for  the  School's  operating  budget  be  by  secret  ballot  and 
check  list.   It  was  further  noted  that  the  vote  on  the  amended  motion 
must  be  voted  before  the  main  motion,  not  necessarily  as  a  ballot 
vote. 

W.  Vahey  reviewed  the  voting  process,  stating  that  a  vote  on  the 
amendment  would  be  a  voice  vote,  and  the  vote  on  the  main  motion  by 
secret  ballot.   He  reminded  the  voters  that  the  vote  before  them  at 
this  time  is  voting  on  the  amendment  to  see  if  the   School  District 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,504,799.  C.  Miller 
objected  to  the  voice  vote,  but  W.  Vahey  stated  that  he  was  "sticking 
to  his  guns"  and  a  voice  vote  would  be  called  for.   He  further 
explained  that  a  Yes  vote  for  the  amendment  would  mean  a  vote  to  raise 
the  sum  of  $2,504,799.    ft  voice  vote  did  not  cav-ry  the  amendment. 

Going  back  to  the  main  motion,  W.  Vahey  read... To  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Schools,  $2,565,350.,  and  that  will 
be  voted  on  by  ballot.   I.Cross  reminded  the  audience  that  the  people 
who  signed  the  petition  requesting  a  secret  ballot  had  every  right  to 
do  so,  but  questioned  whether  there  was  a  feeling  by  the  voters 
present  that  the  ballot  vote  could  be  waived;  a  majority  of  those 
present  agreed.  I.  Cross  then  turned  to  C.  Miller  and  "appealed  to  his 
good  judgment",  feeling  that  nothing  could  be  gained  by  holding  the 
secret  vote,  and  asked  him  to  consider  withdrawing  the  need  for  a 
secret  ballot.   C.  Miller  responded  that  it  was  not  only  his  name  on 
the  petition,  and  felt  that  a  secret  ballot  should  be  held. 

W.  Vahey  explained  that  a  vote  of  YES  on  this  motion  is  to  vote  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2, 5&5, 350.   From  the  floor,  a  motion  to  reduce 
the  budget  by  $60,551.,  conditioned  upon  passage  at  a  later  time  of 
firticle  #8  was  made  and  seconded.   Motion  was  declared  out  of  order 
because  of  the  'condition  contingency'  of  the  motion  by  W.  Vahey.   G. 
Hankin  proposed  another  amendment,  stating  that  he  feels  very  strongly 
that  he  would  like  to  see  the  classroom  situation  at  Swasey  continue, 
but  he  also  realizes  that  there  are  budgetary  constraints,  and  with 
that  in  mind,  he  motioned  to  amend  the  amount  to  $2,600,350.,  which 
would  keep  everything  in  place,  and  keep  the  teacher  that  is  supposed 
to  be  laid  off.  Motion  seconded. 

I.  Cross  commented  about  the  money  that  has  been  turned  back  to  the 
town,  and  that  while  it  is  fine  to  talk  about  the  pluses,  there  are 
also  some  minuses  that  should  be  aired,  and  he  proceeded  to  review  the 
amount  of  unredeemed  taxes  on  the  roles  for  the  past  3  years,  which 
total  over  a  million  dollars.   He  commented  that  he  was  'glad  the 
School  and  Selectmen  turned  back  money',  noting  the  decrease  in  new 
valuations,  decrease  in  revenues,  valuation  adjustments,  etc.   It  is 
his  feeling  that  the  voters  should  go  along  with  the  BudCom  and  School 
Board  recommendations.   C.  Mitchell  reminded  the  voters  that  if 
teachers  are  brought  back,  the  reduction  in  class  size  does  not  mean 
better  education.   Discussion  from  the  floor  ensued,  both  pro  and  con. 
L. DeYoung  reminded  the  voters  that  if  the  extra  money  is  voted,  it 
does  not  mean  that  it  will  be  used  for  hiring  teachers,  since  it  is 
the  School  Board's  prerogative  to  manage  the  money  appropriated. 
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Motion  made  and  seconded  to  move  the  question.   Voice  vote  carried  the 
motion.

In  July,  1992,  the  SHU  welcomed  John  H.  Moody  as  a  new  Assistant 
Superintendent  with  primary  responsibilities  in  Kensington    and  Stratham. 

Robert  Teel  was  appointed  to  the  principalship  of  the  Kensington 
Elementary  School,  and  the  process  to  fill  the  principalship  uacancy  at  Stratham 
Memorial  School  may  haue  been  completed  by  Annual  School  District  Meeting 
time. 

The  science  department  addition  at  ERHS  has  been  completed,  and  the 
facility  has  been  in  use  since  February  1993.  This  is  the  first  project  authorized 
and  completed  under  the  amended  RHEA  Agreement. 

The  Exeter  Main  Street  School  addition  and  renouation  will  be  completed 
for  use  in  September  1993.  Main  Street  School  will  serue  Kindergarten,  Grade  1 
and  Grade  2  while  students  in  Grades  3  to  5  will  attend  Lincoln  Street  School. 

A  reuised  Social  Studies  curriculum  was  approued  for  Grade  K  thru  6  in  the 
SAU  #16  schools.  This  reuision  is  a  part  of  the  reuiew  of  elementary  programs 
conducted  by  SAU  teachers  and  administration  on  a  rotating  basis. 

Teacher  negotiations  haue  been  completed  in  Brentwood,  Exeter  and 
Newfields.  At  the  time  of  this  report.  East  Kingston's  teacher  negotiations  are 
continuing. 

SAU  #16  member  districts  haue  been  prouided  with  technical  assistance 
and  training  in  seueral  areas  of  federal  mandates.  These  include  the  Americans 
with  Disabilities  Act,  Section  504,  and  special  education  mandates.  SAU  #16  also 
arranged  for  reinspection  of  school  buildings  in  member  towns  to  insure 
compliance  with  federal  asbestos  requirements. 
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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

The  Swasey  Central  School  has  had  an  active  year  as  we  prepared  for 
reorganization.  Staff  have  attended  workshops  and  meetings  which 
stressed  the  philosophy  and  strategies  Involved  In  multi-aging.  A  series 
of  parent  meetings  were  held  In  order  to  keep  the  parents  Informed  about 
the  upcoming  change  and  near  the  end  of  the  1992  school  year,  the 
students  also  became  aware  of  what  was  in  store  for  them  as  the  second 
and  third  graders  were  joined  together  as  a  2/3  team  and  the  fourth  and 
fifth  graders  joined  in  a  4/5  team.  Although  there  were  many  questions  at 
the  end  of  the  school  year,  most  of  the  questions  and  concerns  have 
dissipated  over  the  first  half  of  this  year  and  much  more  often  the 
comment  is  made,  "I  like  having  the  two  grades  together." 

We  are  currently  refining  a  grading  process  which  stresses 
developmental  milestones  and  student's  individual  progress  along  a 
continuum.  We  are  trying  to  instill  in  them  the  belief  that  it  is  hard  work 
that  brings  results  and  all  children  are  deserving  of  it  if  they  put  forth 
the  effort.  This  past  quarter  84%  of  the  students  at  4th,  5th  and  6th  grade 
level  achieved  honors  and  high  honors. 

We  have  several  new  staff  members  this  year.    Nancy  Leavitt 
became  our  new  Music  Teacher  when  Nancy  Jamrog  resigned  in  June.  Nancy 
had  been  teaching  in  East  Kingston  and  Newfields  and  now  teaches  in  all 
three  towns.  Her  innovative  Holiday  program  in  December  delighted  a 
bulging  audience.  Larry  Averill  resigned  in  September  to  take  a  full-time 
Physical  Education  position  in  Newmarket  and  we  were  delighted  to 
welcome  Kathy  Lobdell  who  began  teaching  in  October.  Kathy  has 
continued  the  jumprope  club  and  Is  currently  operating  a  successful  after 
school  basketball  program.  At  Thanksgiving  Madeline  Kerr  resigned  to 
move  to  Pittsburgh  and  we  were  able  to  hire  Susan  Oechsle,  a  fine  art 
teacher,  who  has  breathed  new  ideas  into  our  art  program  in  the  few 
months  that  she  has  been  with  us. 

In  addition,  we  have  a  Japanese  Intern  who  started  In  December  and 
will  be  leaving  us  at  February  vacation.  Sanae  Abe  has  been  instrumental 
in  helpmg  us  to  reflect  on  a  totally  different  culture.   She  teaches  our 
older  children  the  language  and  customs  of  Japan  and  has  worked  In  the 
younger  children's  classrooms  doing  origami  and  other  art  projects  as 
Y/ell  as  enhancing  their  cultural  awareness.

Our  volunteer  program  is  stronger  than  ever  and  has  just  won  its 
eleventh  Blue  Ribbon  for  exemplary  service  to  the  teachers  and  students 
of  Swasey  School.    Thanks  to  the  imagination  and  hard  work  of  Diantha 
Wade,  a  parent  volunteer,  the  library  has  a  magnificent  Japanese 
display  which  will  remain  in  place  for  the  next  few  months.
